How The Gormans Fight. 


A ah man prisonor-recently captured io 
tho wads next Malancuurt, north of Ver 
dun, has given new,and pr cixe details as 
to thomanner in which the trench had been 
set on fire. 

The operations had been Lovepeed hy 
tho engineers of the [mpetial guard, arrived 
specially for thot purpose, They ‘had pur 
ten pumps, very much. like the ordionry 
fire-ong in the sups dug aherd of the 
German lines, Theso saps wero ended by 
a. parallel, allowing the engineers to pot 
two pumps, una near tha other The nap 
heqds were no more than thirly yards from 
the trench occupied by the French, the 
front covering 100 metres. 

The pumps wero filled the day bofore 
with nw black liquid, with the appearance 
nod smell of tar. Each pump hada range 
of about 40 metres of the parupat of the 
Fronch trench. The op:rations Insted 
from 10 to.15 mioutes, The attack which 
followed, Waving-been delivered and been 
sucessful, tho eny.neers took back their 
pumps and left for another destination, —
